Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I beg to submit my Annual Report for the year 1945. 
Details are supplied on the lines requested by Circular 
28/46 of the Ministry of Health, 


I regret that it has not yet been found possibic to 
compile a report similar to that of 1938 with ful Cctails 
of local social conditions but an effort Will be wade to 
do so for 1946, 


The health of the District has been satisfasitory 
during the 12 months under review, Infectious tiseage 
reached epidemic portions as regards Measles but associated 
complications were not frequent (there was one death}, Two 
cases of poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) were notified 
at about the same time that several other cases were notified 
in Thornbury Rural District. It so happened that the first 
case to be notified in Marshfield was the first of the cases 
in South Gloucestershire, and the other in Pucklechurch was 
the last to be found in South Gloucestershire, 


The greatest need at the present time is still housing 
accommodation and in anticipation of the early delivery of 
prefabricated (temporary and permanent) ané the traditional 
vullt houses, the Medical Officer of Healthhas been appointed 
ag final arbitor of the allocation of houses, This 
allocation is carried out on the basis of need and Local 
Councillors are consulted. 


I am glad to be able to report that no change has 
taken place in the personnel of the Sanitary Department 
and am glad also to advise you that I have received the 
whole hearted co-operation of the Chief Sanitary Inspector 
who has collated the information on the Environmental 
Health Services,

Applications for Council Houses 


There has heen a rapid increase in the number of applications 
in the last few months of the year and there are now 1,154 on the 
files. A points system is in cperation but it must be emphasised 
that it can cnly provide a basis for selection and it does not 
necessarily follow that an applicant with the highest number of 
points has the greatest need, The Council's plans for the provision 
of permanent and prefabricated dwellings are well advanced, 


SEWERS AND SEWERAGE 


Section 24 of the Public Health Act, 1936 has been operative in 
the Filton Area where considerable trouble has been experienced with 
blocked drains and sewers mainly caused by misuse, Further 
complaints were received regarding flooding in 8th Avenue, Filton, 
and concerning wnich a scheme for the enlargement of the surface water 
sewer was stopped at the outbreak of the war, Co-operations with 
the Bristol Engineer's Department and the rodding and clearance of 
the sewer has obviated further complaints to date. 


With the cessation of hostilities it is hoped that an early 
opportunity will arise for the commencement of sewerage schemes which 
are urgently necessary. In this connection certain schemes have 
been submitted to the Gloucestershire County Council under the Rural 
Water Supplies and Sewerage Act, i944,
